pressed by hydraulic machines, and 
e-ut into cubes to facilitate the laying 
process. The c hief objection against the 
glass pavement is thai, is Burfac e offers 
no grip to horses' hoofs, which would 
render it dangerously slippery in wet 
wenther, but results have proved that 
no greater danger is to be feared with 
this material than with the ordinary 
asphalt paving.

< lean blotting paper. 


To remove iron rust put a single drop 


(no more) of i n u i i a t i c acid on the stain 
spreading it over lightly, to cover the 
uhole spot. Jn a short t u n e the spot 
will turn a light yellow; now rinse thi* 
place up and down, lightly, in a basin 
of water. Repeat the ae-id and water 
treatment u n t i l the slain is ge»ne, then 
rinse in a strong ammonia solution.

zinc:, oxide, liuy the oxide in powdered 
feirrn and put it in a wk.lc-rnouthfjd bot- 
tle. 
Fill the bottle with water. l!ru;fth 


the shoes; apply the

This preparation is good for canvas 
or leather shoes, and is better than 
pipe ckiy for either.
